The department 
attended to such matters as correspondence between the 
President and territorial officials, the printing of territorial 
laws, and the provision of seals for the official use of the terri- 
tories. In 1873 Congress transferred the supervision of the ter- 
ritories to the Office of the Secretary of the Interior. 

These records include correspondence, reports, copies of 
journals of proceedings of legislative assemblies, and other 
records relating to territorial administration.
